Of course there were many, many more 
corpses beyond the headline makers. The 

same day as the Santa Clara and 
Carthage shootings, someone 
shot and killed a 19*year-old 
man and two 20-year-old wom- 
en sitting in a caron Mt. Ida 
Road in Dorchester. 
They are among the 10 

nurder victims by gunfire already 
this year in Boston; another 51 have been 
wounded. That's a 45 percent increase in gun- 
shot victims from last year at this time, according 
to Boston Police Department statistics. 

There are no simple answers, only possible 
contributing factors. The economic dm ap- 
pears to have played a role in some of these mul- 
tiple murders. Domestic violence was reportedly 
at play in others. 

It would be irresponsible to ignore these 
conditions, when lives might be saved by toning 
down the anti-government rhetoric, providing 
assistance to those who are suffering financially, 
and protecting families from abusive men. 

Above all, it would be immoral to ignore the 
most obvious contributing factor, present in ev 
ery one of these slaughters: handguns. 

If Poplawski and Mixon were armed with 
knives rather than AK-47s, seven officers would 
likely not be dead today. Dozens of grievers would 
still have their loved ones if not for Wong’s Be- 


200 rounds of ammunition, and the handgun of 
the shooter on Mt. Ida. 


Handguns kill. 


What is needed is a serious, comprehensive, 
public-policy initiative with multiple compo- 
nents — just as we have mustered in re- 


loving marriage. As of this week, they now have 
that possibility in four states, including three in 
New England. 

For several years, we heard repeatedly that 
four Massachusetts judges shouldn't be able to 
force gay marriage upon America. That trope 


no longer applies. Those groundbreaking Bay 
State jurists were joined by four high-court

Lingering Tensions FAILURE KARL STEVENS 


On March 10, Somerville police, responding to reports of a large fight near 
Pearl Street and McCrath Highway, stopped six teenage boys walking in the 
area. The youths later told the Somerville Journal that one officer accused them 
of being gang members and treated them roughly, banging one boy’s head 
against the cruiser. The officer, Michael Silva, denied the account. The inci- 
dent is currently under investigation by Somerville’s police chief. 

This weekend, at the third annual Somerville Peace Conference, held at 
Somerville High School, more than 600 people — many in their teens — vent- 
ed their frustrations with similar perceived offenses against the young local 
population. The event, which was organized by the nonprofit Teen Empower- 
ment group, featured skits, speeches, and raps focusing on violence, job loss, 
addiction, and family problems. 

Fifteen-year-old Nickolas Teixeira, a conference performer who says he 
knows some of the teens involved in last month's alleged roughing up, ex- 
plained to the Peace Conference crowd that he had attended Teen Empower- 

nent youth/police dialogues in the past — but when he had a run-in with the 
cops himself, police still treated him badly. 

“Some of the officers [involved] were the same guys that I had met,” he 
said. “They were disrespectful, swore at us, accused me of lying. . _. They 
insisted that I was a member of a Latin gang.” Claiming he was not a gang 
member, Teixeira went on, “I am not even Latino. I’m Portuguese.” 

“When you get in trouble,” Teixeira later told the Phoenix, “the first thing 
they ask you is what gang are you in.” 

Somerville police spokesman Paul Upton says the gang question is a stan- 
dard part of the booking process. Cops pay attention to kids who hang out 
with gang members, he says, because “We try to identify these kids who 
might be heading in the wrong direction.” In fact, Upton believes Somerville 
has fewer than 20 serious gang members. 

Even so, several other teenagers who performed at the conference told the 
Phoenix that they believe police routinely jump to conclusions. Cops “put a label on 
you without knowing who you are, ’S 19-year-old Diana Estime. John Norena, 
15, Says police consider teens guilty by association for having friends in gangs. 

Somerville Police Chief Anthony Holloway, an African-American recruited 
from out of state who’s headed the department since January 2008, says the 
department is making changes to improve gang-member identification. 

“I don’t want it to be just word-of-mouth,” he says, noting that accusations 
of gang affiliation shouldn't be based on something like “Tony Holloway’s

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THE GLOBE CRISIS LEAVES NEW YORK SPEECHLESS. PLUS, MORRISSEY BOULEVARD’S 
PROBLEMATIC POLITICAL FAN CLUB, AND RIGHT-WINGERS MISREAD THE WOES.

When heard this past Friday that 

the New York Times Company had 
delivered radical ultimatum the 
Boston Globe’s 13 unions — make $20 mil- 
lion in concessions in the next 30 days 
shut the paper down called 
Globe spokesman Bob Powers to check 
out. wasn’t talking. surprise 
there: the Times Co.’s demand had been 
delivered at a secret meeting (one that 
was supposed to be secret, anyway), and 
the Globe was working on its own story 
for Saturday's paper. 

What came next was more befud- 
dling: the Times Co. maintained its 
silence, even to its own reporters. That 
same day, April 3, after WBUR and the 
Phoenix had reported the situation, the 
Globe ran short piece its Web site. 
In that Globe item, written by staff- 
ers Robert Gavin and Robert Weisman, 
Times Co. chief spokesperson Catherine 
Mathis and Globe publisher Steven 
Ainsley both declined comment. Mathis 
also declined comment when contacted 
New York Times reporter Richard Pérez- 
Pena for Web piece published 
Friday; for that matter, so did Times Co. 
chairman Arthur Sulzberger Jr. 

And went. Saturday, the print 
versions of Friday’s Times and Clobe Web 
pieces were similarly devoid com- 
ment from the brass New York and 
Boston. So were the two stories that ran 
Sunday’s Ainsley finally broke 
his silence note sent Globe employ- 
ees the evening April full three 
days after the story first surfaced; the 
Times Co. still isn’t talking. 

Why the reticence? trusting, 
resolutely optimistic explanation: the 
Times Co. desperately wants hammer 
out a deal with the Globe unions; hasn’t 


weighed because thinks resolution 


is close but could be derailed; and ini- 
tially ordered Clobe management keep 
quiet too. 

That's one possibility, anyway. 
Here’s another: while the Times Co. has 
shielded the Clobe from the worst nasti- 
ness seen at other papers — until March, 
for example, the newsroom had been 
cut through buyouts rather than lay- 
offs the Globe permanent second- 
class citizen the Times Co. firmament. 
(After all, there’s reason it’s called the 
New York Times Co.) When the 
makes money, and wins Pulitzers, and 
sends promising young talent to New 
York, it’s possible ignore its inherent 
inferiority.

it’s hard know just what was think- 
ing. his April memo employees, 
said the paper never comments 
labor negotiations, and expressed regret 
that the story the Times Co. ultimatum 


leaked out the way it did. But given the 
stakes and the way the media work today, 
this explanation seems both legalistic and 
naive. 

As the face of the Globe, Ainsley 
should be reassuring readers that every 
thing possible will be done to keep the 
paper alive. Meanwhile, the notion 
that the story could be kept quiet — then 
broken at the Globe's leisure — suggests 
ignorance how quickly information 
moves nowadays, and how easily news 
is reported online, by a bevy of different 
outlets. Throw in the fact that, as one 
Globe source says, Ainsley is “publisher of 
a paper whose reporters beat down the 
doors of people many times, every day, to 
force reluctant people to say things,” and 
his silence looks downright indefensible. 

Not surprisingly, Mathis and Powers 
declined comment for this story. 


FRIENDS NEED 


The Globe usually buries news of its own 
woes deep inside the paper, but it gave 
this shut-down story the sort of play 
usually reserved for elections and wars: 
front-page, above-the-fold headlines on 
both Saturday and Sunday, with stories 
on the ultimatum itself, union response, 
and a man-on-the-street treatment that 
bore the emo-esque title “Threat to Globe 
Triggers Flood Feelings.” Since the 
Globe’s very existence may be at stake 
here, this dramatic treatment wasn’t un- 
reasonable. But did the paper really need 
to solicit testimonials from an assort- 
ment the state’s most powerful politi- 
cians, as well? 

On Saturday, it was Governor Deval 
Patrick (“It’s hard imagine starting 
the day or doing this current job with- 
out the Clobe”) and Boston Mayor Tom 
Menino (“The Globe holds people account- 
able on the issues, and that’s impor- 
tant”). On Sunday, it was US Senator 
John Kerry (“It’s difficult to imagine 
Massachusetts without the Globe and 
I'm not even going to try”), Lieutenant 
Governor Tim Murray (“[T]here’s still 
time for things worked out and for 
the Globe to play the role it historically 
has”), and Massachusetts Treasurer Tim 
Cahill (“If the Boston Globe were to close, 
not only would significant loss 
the community, but also it would mean 
more people out work this tough 
economy”). 

The problem, obvious!y, is that a 
central part the Globe’s mission 
critically scrutinize local politicians.

But now these same politicians are com- 
ing to the paper's aid in a time of great 
duress — 

raising at least the possibility that this 
assistance will somehow be rewarded 
down the road, even unconsciously, in 
the endorsements the paper makes and 
the news it does and doesn’t cover. 
Some people see this nonissue. 
“This is in extremis for the Globe, and 

they need all the help they can get,” 
argues Alex Jones, director of Harvard's 
Shorenstein Center on the Press, 
Politics, and Public Policy. “As far as I'm 
concerned, this doesn’t compromise the 
Globe, and they would be crazy if they 
try enlist this kind help. 
don’t think there any quid pro quo.” 
the same vein, Frank 
Phillips, the Globe’s State 
House bureau chief, says 
the encomiums 
affect the paper’s cover- 
age all. think it’s very 
gracious them able 
to rise above [criticism 

the press] and under- 
stand what journalism is,” 
Phillips tells the Phoenix. 
“We don’t take personal- 
when they denounce 
when they praise what 
do. just ahead 
and do our journalism.” 
But Bob Giles, cura- 

tor Harvard’s Nieman 
Foundation for Journalism, 
more skeptical. “My 
reaction one surprise 
that Globe management 
feels a need to seek this 
kind support,” says. 
“The paper’s standing 
with its readers the 
Boston community is built 
generations excel- 
lence. The Globe doesn’t 
need endorsements from 
the governor the mayor 
to validate its value.” 


FAR-RIGHT FOES 

Even taking the political- 
endorsement problem into 
account, though — and 
even given the dismal 
standards of anonymous 
Web commentary — most 
reader “analysis” pos- 
sible Globe closure was 
exceptionally obtuse. Scores of readers 
flocked to boston.com, the Globe’s Web 
site, to crow over what they called the 
ideologically driven demise of a left-wing 
rag. one representative commenter put 
it: “[D]ay by day, year by year, the Globe 
has shoved its liberal ideology down the 
throats of its readers. Now it’s the readers 
who are telling the Globe shove it.” 

This criticism raises two questions: 
who are these people? And where can I 
buy the Bizarro edition of the Globe that 
they seem to be reading? 

Recollect the big political stories 
the past few months. late March, 
State Senator Marian Walsh announced, 
amid much criticism, that she wouldn't 
take lucrative job she’d been given 
by Governor Patrick — whom Walsh 
had supported in the 2005 governor’s 
race — with the Massachusetts Health 
and Educational Facilities Authority 

HEFA). Walsh is a liberal Democrat 
known, among other things, for citing 
her Catholicism when she backed same- 
sex Marriage in 2005, thereby incurring 
the wrath of religious conservatives 
inside and outside her district. And she'd

And not forget about former 
Massachusetts House Speaker Sal DiMasi. 
He’s a liberal, too; a hero to same-sex- 
marriage backers and a champion of 
health-care reform, stem-cell research, 
and emergency contraception. But his 
resignation this past January was due, 
great part, to a series of Globe exposés that 
detailed troubling connections between 
some of his associates and commercial 
entities that had business before the 
including the Canadian software 
company Cognos (now owned by IBM) 
and the Massachusetts Association of 
Ticket Brokers. As of this 
writing, state and federal 
investigations prompted 
by the Globe’s reportage 
continue. 

that? It’s the 
op-ed pages that make you 
dyspeptic? This admit: 
you’re Iraq War 
booster who awaits George 
Bush’s arrival Mt. 
Rushmore and thinks 
same-sex marriage 
plot corrode America’s 
soul, you’d probably prefer 
the Washington Times. But 
in case you didn’t read it — 
and I’m guessing you 
didn’t here’s snippet 
the tough editorial 
the Globe ran on (liberal 
Democratic) Patrick’s 
involvement in the afore- 
mentioned Walsh affair: 
“After more than two years 
in office, Governor Patrick 
can still surprisingly 

highly paid patronage 
plum [to] gubernatorial 
ally can’t help but raise 
public hackles especial- 
when Patrick talking 
tax increases amid a major 
recession.” Political col- 
umnist Joan Vennochi was 
even harsher. “As a candi- 
date, reveled 
words and symbols,” she 
wrote. “As governor, 
often finds them beneath 
his dignity.” Those aren't 
lefty talking points. 

Two more things consider. 
Newspapers everywhere are heap 
trouble these days, for a number of rea- 
sons; the continued migration from paid 
print to free online content, diminished 
ad revenues thanks to Craigslist, the 
ongoing recession. (Read up on what’s 
been happening in Seattle, or Denver, 
or Tucson, or Detroit.) If disgusted Clobe 
readers were really quitting due to ideol- 
ogy, they’d presumably be migrating to 
the Herald, what with its conservative op- 
section and angry-populist approach 
news. Back the fall 2004, 
though, the Herald had a daily circulation 2 
of roughly 241,000 and a Sunday circula- 
tion of about 153,000. Four years later, 
those numbers dipped to approximately 
167,500 and 101,000, respectively.

101 one slew lectures sponsored 
by the New England Leather Alliance (NELA), a 
nonprofit organization that promotes safety and 
education in the realm of bondage, discipline, 
sadism, and masochism (BDSM). NELA is a 
community of self-proclaimed “kinksters” who 
get hot under the dog collar the thought 
being bound, gagged, flogged, spanked. 

The commonwealth of kink is broader than

one might suspect. In fact, say a number 
of insiders, Boston boasts a thriving under- 
ground community people who identify 
as “kinky.” The challenge for local practitio- 
ners, however, is that the ethos of the kink 
lifestyle especially for those who engage 
in BDSM — stands in direct contrast with 
the Bay State’s puritanical, priggish laws 
and general attitudes. Massachusetts’s 
notorious “blue laws” (designed by our 
Proctor Goody-two-shoes forefathers to force 
locals into religious zealotry) prohibit all 
the fun stuff — instruments of “self-abuse,” 
adultery, buying booze before noon on 
Sundays. Seriously, there goes the weekend. 
But proponents BDSM insist that, 
under the proper consensual conditions, 
nobody gets harmed having kinky sex. 
“There’s this idea that kinky people are out 
of control, that we’re somehow hurting 
people,” says Susan Wright, the National 
Coalition for Sexual Freedom (NCSF). “And 
that’s not true, particularly when it comes 
SM. It’s consensual. Anybody can stop 
anything at any time. We're all consenting

here is no shortage of kink- 
sters in Boston,” says “Dee,” a pro- 
fessional dominatrix who asked 
that her real name not be used. 
c Having worked (and played) for 
several years in the Creater Boston 
area, Dee knows the ins and outs 
of the local kink scene as weil as 
anyone can know a community of people 
who tend to tightly shield their sexual 
alter-egos. She says that her clients are 
largely clean-cut, respectful people 
rather not let their freak flags fly; instead, 
they prefer to keep their private lives to 
themselves, their mistress, and, on occa- 
sion, even their partner. 

While Dee doesn’t herself engage in 
sexual activity with her clients, she does 
coach a lot of couples on the pleasurably 
painful world of kinky sex, and, more 
important, on the merits of open commu- 
nication with your sexual partner. “What I 
describe as ‘kinky sex,’” she says, “is typi- 
cally anything that is creative, or asks you 
or your partner to stretch your fantasies or 
limits. engages more your intellect, 
your imagination, your senses.” 

Imagination and sensory perception are 
integral tools the fetishist’s belt, and can 
help elevate what might otherwise 
ordinary bedroom interaction to an extraor- 
dinary one. Fetishism can defined, most 
simply, the atmospheric physical pre- 
requisites one needs get off. They can 
simple needing wear pair socks 
in order to have an orgasm, or as elaborate as 
donning full bridle, bit, and saddle play 
Black Beauty for few hours. The possibili- 
ties are endless pony play, puppy play, 
foot fetish, glove fetish, “water sports” (also 
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known as piss play), age play (often involving 
adults in diapers, sucking on binkies — this 
is, we're told, especially popular with politi- 
cians), fisting, spanking, tickling. Basically, 
if you can wet dream it, you can do it — and 
likely entire community people 
who want to do it with you. 

Unfortunately, in Massachusetts with 
this sexual creativity comes wariness, and 
with this wariness comes the necessity for 
kinksters and fetishists take their play 
underground, away from the judgmental 
eyes of disgusted vanillas, and from the long 
and strong arm the law. 

“It really feels like, in some ways, it’s 
some mild versions of BDSM,” says NELA 
board member Vivienne Kramer, noting 
that kink has become more acceptable and 
influential in mainstream culture, from 
CSI to Desperate Housewives, from Jean Paul 
Gaultier Janet Jackson. “But the reality 
that [in Massachusetts], even the privacy 
of your own home, you cannot consent to 
assault. BDSM covers such wide range 
activities, but the basic things that people 
think are being whipped spanked 
tied blindfolded. Most those things 
you cannot legally this state. 

“It’s a domestic-violence law,” says 
Kramer, “and there are certainly reasons 
why it’s place. One the reasons that 
NELA works with domestic-violence organi- 
zations that there’s difference between 
what the cops will see abuse and con- 
sensual act between two adults.” 

There’s actually nothing specific 
consent Massachusetts General Law 
assault and battery. (As opposed 
statutory-rape laws, which hinge upon 
minor’s ability, lack thereof, consent 
sexual activity.) theory, without 
complaining victim witnesses, would 
highly unusual for BDSM participant 
see jail time, though he or she could be hin- 
dered by hefty legal fees and a black mark on 
his her social professional reputation. 
this legal gray area, combined 
with mainstream squeamishness, keeps 
kinksters from flaunting their ball gags and 
nipple clamps in, say, Fanueil Hall. 

Professional dommes (dominatrices) 
have keep even lower profile than 
bread-and-butter kinksters, because they 
charge money for their services. Dee owns 
and operates play space the Creater 
Boston area, but keeps the location top- 
secret for the sake her clients’ confi- 
dentiality and for her own fear legal 
repercussions. Professional domination 
does have an aura of illicitness about it, 
even the reality the profession isn’t 
overtly sexual. “There absolutely zero 
sexual touching,” says Dee. “Zero sexual 
interaction between me and my clients. 

It’s based psychological fantasy and 
power dynamics and taboos. would 
say more akin therapists.” 


BAD, BAD BRAHMIN 

Because the perceived fine line between 
BDSM and physical abuse, NELA, like many 
organizations that advocate behalf 
kinky communities, stresses informed 
practice any type kink, and produces 
classes like 101 with the hopes that 
people interested BDSM will make their 
own and their partner’s physical safety 
top priority. But, of course, they're also all 
about getting their jollies. 

For the past 16 years, NELA has pro- 
duced one the biggest fetish events 
the country: the Fetish Fair Fleamarket 
(FFF), which unites vendors, activists, 
educators, and leather lovers for a cor- 
nucopia demos, classes, and shopping 
sprees. Founded in 1993 by writer, editor, 
and sexual activist Cecilia Tan, FFF happens 


twice a year — a one-day event in the 
summer and weekend-long extravaganza 
in the winter that, at last count, attracts 
approximately 3000 attendees. 
After moving from location to location 
in its infancy in the early 1990s, the FFF 
finally settled into a groove at the Boston 
Park Plaza hotel — that is, until 2004, 
when one the hotel’s investors balked. 
“The Park Plaza is a Starwood prop- 
erty,” notes Kramer, “but it’s got a Boston 
Brahmin history, and it’s actually owned 
partially by Starwood and partly by an old- 
money real-estate developer Boston. 
held FFF the Park Plaza believe six 
times, and then the developer decided sud- 
denly that did not want there. was 
a tremendous blow.” 


Of course, not the consensually deliv- 
ered good kind. 

Since then, the FFF has lived transient 
existence, bouncing around the Creater 
Boston area from hotel hotel, having 
met with a constant stream of opposition 
from corporate management that didn’t 
like the idea of fetishists frolicking in their 
lobbies. Or, as utterly scandalized Boston 
Globe columnist Brian McCrory marveled 
over in a January 2604 piece, taking the ele- 
vators (good heavens, McCrory!). Even the 
off-season winter months, even with most 
of the attendees dressed not in leather and 
straps, but, as Kramer says, “like the crowd 
you would see at a baseball game.” 

Despite their attendees’ discreet attire and 


collective spending power, the FFF has been 
unable to find a sympathetic partner for its 
winter event among the number of Boston- 
area hotels that have the capacity for such 

a large gathering. Last year, the winter FFF 
had to leave the state completely, sojourning 
south to the Dunkin Donuts Center (formerly 
known as the Providence Civic Center). But, 
after causing stir due its being booked 
simultaneously with a bridal expo (the 
punch lines set themselves up, don’t they?), 
had move again, and was neld this 
at the Providence Westin. (This year’s sum 
mer FFF will return Boston the Boston 
Center for the Arts/Cyclorama on July 11.)

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PAYING FORWARD 

Having kinky impulses isn’t semiannual 
anomaly, though something that lies dor- 
mant until seasonal expo rolls around. 
what about the rest the year? Meeting new 
“playmates” can be tricky. Luckily there are 
plenty platforms for kinky Bostonian 
do so — you just have to know how and where 
look. 

How can you tell into the 
same things that you are, without having 
ask all those pesky, prying questions? 
The kinky community has 
adopted the code,” 
complicated system colored 
handkerchiefs that was popu- 
larized in the 1970s as a way 
for gay men to discreetly sig- 
nal their sexual preferences. 
kinkster especially some- 
one into BDSM will wear 
hanky the rear left pocket 
signify penchant for 
domination (“top”), the rear 
right pocket she pre- 
fers submission (“bottom”). 
From there, the color, pat- 
tern, and material combina- 
tions are seemingly endless. 
The basics: yellow indicates 
preference for water sports;

ism/exhibitionism. (Google 
“hanky code” and you'll find 
a cache of Web sites dedicated 
demystifying this sexual 
cryptography. 

Besides sharing this 
method silent correspon- 
dence and deal-sealing, the kink and gay 
communities have other common threads. 
Identifying oneself kinky “can aligned 
with homosexuals and their coming-out 
process,” says Kramer, who estimates that 
about percent the national population 
identifies such. “The parallel exactly 


right. And I don’t think, luckily, that the gay 


community minds that parallel. But there’s 
big misconception people assume that 
if you’re queer, you’re kinky, and if you're 
kinky, you’re queer.” 

It almost goes without saying that the 
Internet is an endless source of information 
about where to meet up with other like- 
minded folks, kinky classes, and specialty 
groups. In the Boston area alone, there’s 
healthy handful kink/fetish groups,

GOOD SMALL PLATES AND WINE LICENSE KILL NOT NECESSARY

Q) Boy, do these people ever wish 
they had gone for the James Bond 
theme instead of the US Savings Bond 
décor? I'll bet you a round lot of Lehman 
Brothers stock they do. Of course, when 
your hotel is in the former Boston branch 
of the Federal Reserve Bank, it’s tempt- 
ing to give your bar-restaurant a finance 
theme, complete with cocktails named 
for denominations and dead presidents 
and wall blow-ups of the rapidly vanish- 
ing paper savings bond. 

More bizarre, though, is the air of new 
money, in the form of throbbing dance 
electronica, a plasma TV tuned to sports, 
and a Dj spinning four nights each week. 
I'm sure that if the owners hadn't already 
spent the money, they would trade it all in 
for pictures of live actors and actresses that 
were in the Bond movies, a Bond-movie- 
theme-medley soundtrack, Aston Martin 
hubcaps, a list of martinis, and go-go 
dancers painted gold. 

Oh, well. It’s too late now. But Bond 
does have some great small plates if you 
parse the menu, and some fine wines if 
you don’t mind markups that run $10 to 
$16 per glass and upward of $40 for bottles. 

You also pay for the breadbasket ($8), 
but it’s not a bad buy: hot buns of sour- 
dough and multigrain, plus micro ba- 
guettes, served with sea-salt-enhanced but- 
ter, a tasty white-bean spread, and a terrific 
black-olive tapenade. Mixed olives ($8) are 
better than the free ones elsewhere, accom- 
panied by herbed cubes of real sheep’s-milk 
feta cheese and marcona almonds. The best 
of these starter items is another one that’s 
often complimentary: fresh 
house-made potato chips ($8). 
They're not over-salted and come 
with a sour cream and fried- 
onion dip that’s so 'sos it’s almost 
appropriate for James Bond. 

The kind of appetizers we 
are used to paying for start with 

“Exotic Mushroom and Parmesan 
Arancini” ($10): six squash balls 
of crisp-fried risotto that needed more wild- 
mushroom flavor to live up to the menu de- 
scription , but were delightful nonetheless. 
Three deep-fried emy panadas ($12) had an 
authentic Latin chicken-olive filling. And 
even though “House Smoked Applewood 
Salmon and American Caviar” ($12) brought 
pretty canapés what seemed like refrig- 
erator biscuits — a jarring note — the dab 
of black caviar on each was a real flavor en- 
hancer. Again, it’s retro enough for either 
sort of Bond. 

If one is actually hungry and not mere- 
ly grazing with drinks, the ticket might 
be slow-roasted short ribs ($16), a boneless 
treatment that isn’t huge but has as much 
beefy flavor as a whole steak. With it came 
enough gravy to spread through a fair 
heap of polenta so smooth it could pass for 
mashed potatoes. “Wild Florida Shrimp 
Molho de Piri-Piri” ($15) gives you six large 
shrimp with the juiciness of fresh fish, in 
a hot sauce good enough to soak up with 
bread. “Hook and Line Cod 4 la Plancha” 
($16), a mini-scrod plate, uses a bit of the

dandy sauté onions, bell peppers, 

and fingerling potatoes on the side. For 
something green, the arugula salad ($9) 

is a nice choice — better if you like figs 

and walnuts and blue cheese. Red-wine 
drinkers might enjoy three baby lamb 
chops ($18) cooked to order with marinated 
prunes and more marcona almonds. 

We were drinking red wine and did just 
that. Our bottle of 2006 Drylands pinot 
noir from New Zealand ($45) was light with 
cherry notes. It made for easy drinking, but 
didn’t bring enough wine for the 
price — or perhaps even for the 
lamb. The French wine it most 
resembles is not one of the lighter 
Burgundies but Bourgogne passe- 
tout-grain (the blend of pinot noir 
and Beaujolais grapes that makes 
a lighter table wine). It wasn’t 
available by the glass, though 
similarly priced bottles were $15 
per serving, so bottles — especially now 
that we can re-cork (or in this case, screw 
the top back on) and take homé any left- 
overs — are the way to go. Vintage years are 
not listed for glasses. Decaf ($5) was strong 
and clean-tasting. Tea ($5) is served with a 
pyramidal bag in a china pot of hot water, 
so it fully brews. 

Desserts are a high point at Bond, and 
worth a return trip — perhaps after a the- 
ater show on a non-DJ night. The “Bond 
Chocolate Cache” ($9) gives you four deli- 
cious options: a small square of complicat- 
ed layer cake, a molten-chocolate cupcake 
with a cherry center, a house-made candy 
bar, and a shooter of chocolate milkshake. 
If you prefer a simpler fix, the Vietnam- 
ese chocolate and coffee tart ($8) is the 
ultimate in chocolate-cream pie. You can 
safely ignore another shooter of coffee- 
caramel sauce. A Seckel pear tart ($8) was 
beautifully laid-out, long, and full of pear 
flavor. “Mango Tres Leche Cake with Rasp- 
berry Tea ‘Caviar’” ($8), while not strongly 
mango-flavored nor as sweet as the Miami 


versions, was a wonderful creamy option 
for when you don’t want chocolate or the 
chocolate-espresso flavor of tiramisu. 

Our youthful servers, clad in black, 
were excellent and quick — just as they 
should be when tackling bar service and 
bringing items like fried potato chips. 
Dishes did pile up when the edge of our 
hunger was dulled and we slowed to din- 
ner pace, however. Water, served in wine 
goblets, was refilled often. 

On a quiet Sunday night, the atmo- 
sphere was hard to pin down. Clearly, this 
bar with (Café Fleuri cur- 
rently open just for breakfast, a chocolate 
bar, and special events, but is projected to 
Teopen soon as the Langham Hotel's “real” 
dining room.) Even so, I couldn't help but 
admire the décor. The wineglasses had 
the sharp recurve of Reidel crystal, which 
brings out the aromas in all the wines. 
The table settings featured elongated flat- 
ware with distinctive S-shaped knives and 
red tooled-leather-look round placemats. 

Who will pay for these snacks and 
drinks, now that bond salesmen are home 
watching old Bond movies, is unclear. The 
target audience is young and has cash to 
burn. But are loud music, a sports TV, and 
avant-garde flatware the right trimmings?

Hanmaru serves the city’s finest entrée you know 
you should order because every other customer eating it, and 
you're the only customer not speaking Korean. What arrives 
headily fragrant, transportingly spicy stew pork, tofu, potatoes, 
scallions, and chilies showered with wild sesome seeds. Damn, it's 
good, but the pork looks odd, kinda bony. What that? ask. 
You insist? Okay. Those are pork spines. Did tell you not ask?” 


praising this dish, listed gamja stew ($34.95/serves 2-3), 
exaggerated its offal horror. It's scarier than eating chicken 
wings or spare ribs, really. And it is truly delicious — the pork fatty, 
coarse-fibered, and rich, the stew served atop gas burner keep 
bubbling. Like most entrées here, accompanied white rice 
and several banchan (cold vegetable side dishes), making for 
substantial meal. The broader menu Korean specialties includes 
spicy napa pancake ($9.95), big, crisp crépe kimchi with 
soy/chili dipping sauce, Rice-cake mandu stew ($9.95) bowl 
mild broth loaded with slices beef, sliced rice cake (think chewy 
rice-flour gnocchi), dropped egg, scallions, and outstanding pork/ 
chive dumplings. ($29.95/serves two), hearty stew 
featuring big pieces chicken, potatoes, and carrots, glorious 
brick red from incendiary gochuchang, the lightly sweet Korean 
chili paste.

Poverty is making a comeback, on the 
streets and on movie screens. Slumdog Mil- 
lionaire won Oscar and the hearts mil- 
lions with its upbeat, Dickensian version of 
desperate penury and picturesque squalor 
in Mumbai. But that was far away and fora 
mainstream audience. 

Back here in America, independent film- 
makers have turned their minimalist lenses 
the least among (which might any 
day include all us). Instead indulging 
the fantasies and anxieties the middle 
class, they aspire show the realities 
the poor (or are these middle-class anxieties 
and fantasies about the poor?), using actual 
locations and employing local non-actors. 
long New essay last month, 
A.O. Scott identified this new genre as 
“Neo-Neo Realism,” and he placed at its 
head 34-year-old North Carolina filmmaker 
Ramin Bahrani. the words none other 
than Roger Ebert, Bahrani is “the new great 
American director.” 

Quite an achievement after only four 
features three which will screening 
this weekend at the Harvard Film Archive, 
with the director attendance. And the 
press plaudits are, so far, not entirely un- 
warranted. Bahrani’s considerable talent 
and rigorous sensibility illuminate his MAN 
PUSH CART (2005; April 12 at 7 pm), which 
might well his best. part the Neo- 
Realist tradition, taps mostly into the 
pathos of Vittorio de Sica’s The Bicycle Thief in 
its story (Ahmad Razvi), young 
Pakistani man with mysterious and evi- 
dently tragic past who pays for his sins 

hauling snack push cart pre-dawn each 
morning to the Calvary of his Manhattan 
street corner.

Chazz Palminteri’s A BronxTale (at the Colo- 
nial Theatre; closed) may provide a somewhat 
sanitized fix. The Oscar-nominated character 
actor first performed his folksy 
den memoir of a 1960s childhood in the New 
York borough of the title in a tiny theater in 
Los Angeles 1989. moved from there Off 
Broadway, where Robert Niro caught and 
bought it for the 1993 film, in which he made 
his directorial debut while sharing the screen 
with Palminteri. 

Legend has it that Palminteri, with just 

a couple hundred bucks to his name, turned 
down cool million for the film rights until 
Niro came along and agreed cast the 
author/performer — who plays some 18 roles 
the one-man show elegant neighbor- 
hood crime boss Sonny, who took the young 
Calogero Palminteri under his wing when the 
youngster elected not to rat him out for a mur- 
der. Revisiting the play, which was revived 
Broadway in 2007 and is now on national tour, 
you can understand why Palminteri held out 
to play Sonny. He claims in interviews that the 
hero BronxTale his upstanding bus-driver 
dad, Lorenzo (played Niro the film). 
But it’s Sonny who sprays gunfire from under 
quaint street lamp where lurks like non- 
terpsichorean Gene Kelly, dispenses advice 
from arch-capo “Nick” Machiavelli, and rides 
herd over colorful crew hoods with names 
like Eddie Mush and Jojo the Whale. Lorenzo, 
the other hand, boring. So, too, coming 
the coattails Martin Scorsese and the 
wake The Sopranos, some BronxTale, 
memory-lane tour that ambles 
down familiar pavement life lessons and 
mob clichés before bursting into melodrama 
and sniffles the final half-hour. 

This not say that Palminteri does not 
own the material and not just talking 
copyright. Playing himself ages nine and 
well Sonny, Lorenzo, the wise guys the 
bar, the teen guys on the corner, even a sing- 
ing restaurateur dubbed Rudy Ice, the actor 
dabs his Dickensian canvas with surprising 
delicacy for large man going for larger-than- 
life effects.

But neither comic chops nor wry authority 
can make for the predictability, sentimen- 
tality, and basic imbalance of the material. A 
BronxTale wants to laud Lorenzo, with his credo 
that the working man hero and that the 
worst thing in life is wasted talent, but it limns 
more complex character Sonny, 
whose solicitude which extends leaving 
roughed-up enemies the cold pavement 
help alleviate their swelling —flies the face 
his tough-guy mantra that cares.”

Fake Facebook Greg Cook’s style looked 
like the work of Elaine Bay. The Somer- 
villian distills the style of Web sites, 
MySpace, and even terrorist videos into 
bright, crazy, flashy, pointed pop art. 
my Phoenix “Year in Review” article for 
2008, I called her stuff some of the best art 
being made around here (see “Year in Art: 
Beyond the Gloom,” December 26, 2008, 
or at this article on-line). She’s part of an 
art collective called the Miracle 5, along 
with husband Raul Gonzalez, Dave Ortega, 
Rhonda Ratray (a/k/a Aimée LaPorte), 
Chris Miller, and assorted others. Critics 
picked Gonzalez for the top painting prize 
in the 2008 Boston Art Awards, which I or- 


ganized. The gang seem about blow 
as the next big thing in town. 

I've been friendly with Bay and some of 
the other Miracles for years. She called when 
she heard wasn’t amused Fake Creg 
Cook; she’d pretended to be me, she said, 
usurping of everything people post there.

But Fake 
Cook had gotten lot friend requests, 
accepted them all “because no one like [sic] 
rejection,” and then sent out the video to 
clarify that Fake Greg Cook was fake.

The exhibit feels like a showcase for 
some sort of revolutionary pop religious 
cult concerned with gluttonous consumer- 
ism. maybe worships consumerism.

Broadsides written in Nigerian e-mail- 
scam gibberish warn that your craving for 
Yeti nationalistic, patriotic power prevents 
peace the world. It’s funhouse-mirror 
reflection War Terror America. 

one wall hangs sheet Fake Creg 
Cook’s Facebook friends (he’s been renamed 
Gary Frye). They’re mainly people in the 
local art scene, plus a few celebrities. And 
there are teasing notes scribbled local 
critics. Who cares about such inside base- 
ball? But perhaps it’s just bait for critics. 
Tacked post note: “If you see Creg 
Cook/please say I not think he’s fake, I was

Nobody likes guilt trip. That’s why film- 
maker Ric Burns’s 1995 Manifest Destiny 
documentary The Way West was such a 
drag. Yes, need accept that America 
built genocidal foundation; that 
between guns and disease Europeans all 
but eliminated native populations from 
Plimoth San Diego few generations. 
But didn’t it; neither did you. While 
the 7th Cavalry was massacring the Lako- 
ta, grandmother was tending goats 
exurban Zagreb. There really wasn’t much 
she could do to stop the madness. 

Better should redress the after-ef- 
fects than wallow dead-end guilt. 
The makers the new five-part American 
Experience series We Shall Remain agree. Put 
together five teams white and Native 
American producers and directors (among 
them Ric Burns), the 90-minute documen- 
taries highlight five touchstone events: 
the Plimoth Colony (“After the Mayflower,” 
April 13); Shawnee efforts to unite Mid- 
western tribes into a separate nation (“Te- 
cumseh’s Vision,” April 20); the expulsion 
of the Cherokee from the Southeast (“Trail 
of Tears,” April 27); Geronimo’s renegade 
last stand (“Geronimo,” May 4); and the 
1973 Lakota-FBI standoff on the Pine Ridge 
Reservation (“Wounded Knee,” May 11). 

Delivered by Benjamin Bratt, narration 
throughout intelligent and rational. 
scolding. revisionist bull. gov- 
ernment lies. The official series subtext 
clearheaded “neither noble nor savage.” 
works. Shall Remain demystifies his- 
tory all but demolished myth, propa- 
ganda, and Hollywood. 

Perhaps the Pilmoth Colony story too 
familiar, perhaps colonial re-enactors 


are by definition tedious and boring, but 
the series starts slowly with the plod- 
ding saga Massasoit, Governor Brad- 
ford, Thanksgiving, and King 
War (well explained for a change). This 
installment more “good for you” than 
engrossing, but stick out. time goes 
on, photographic records replace re-en- 
actment the primary visual tool, and 
things pick up. 

The final two films are far the best. 
Geronimo’s epic journey from trauma- 
tized massacre survivor diehard war 
chief carnival exhibit perhaps the 
most human story American history. 
That this now-mythic figure, whose re- 
lentless campaigns caused his tribe lose 
their ancestral home, was invited to lead 
Teddy Roosevelt’s 1905 inaugural parade 
makes him, and extension all Native 
Americans, more real and immediate 
than dry and distancing high-school texts 
ever allowed. Viewers will amazed. 

But “Wounded Knee” transcends even 
that revelatory coup. keeping 
score, this program ranks among the best 
TV documentaries ever made. The film (all 
news footage and interviews) covers the 
Watergate-era occupation the reservation 
town Wounded Knee armed members 
of the American Indian Movement (AIM) 
protesting corrupt reservation officials. 
racist FBI portrayed the AIM 
domestic terrorists; the political left called 
them heroes. They were little both, 
but this film sorts out with apologies 
(neither noble nor savage, remember), and 
viewers will inevitably understand and 
sympathize with the dissenters. 

terms exposition, inspiration, and 
cross-cultural outreach, you can think 
Shall Remain the Native American Eyes 
the Prize. Like that landmark documen- 
tary, this series reminds that true glory 
lies the honest histories people, not 
the manipulated histories governments. 
This the stuff they kept from us.

first. November 2008, cutting 
firewood at his home in Brooklyn, Mark 
Turner, 42, arguably the most influential 
tenor-saxophonist his generation, lost 
control of the power saw he was using, and 
it severed tendons and nerves in the index 
and middle fingers of his left hand. 

After surgery, doctors predicted six 
to eight months of rehab and no clear 
prognosis of how much use of his fingers 
Turner would regain. For two months, his 
fingers were in splints, and by the time he 
could use them at all, the muscles had at- 
rophied. There was slow rehab that includ- 
ed finger exercises every two hours all day 
long. Then was allowed brief workouts 
with his horn just moving his fingers 
the keys for short periods, then playing for 
hour once every three days. the 
end February, was performing again, 
“hungrier and more technically together 
than I recall,” reported critic David Adler in 
a blog post. 

Turner’s hand will probably not fully 
recover. “I'm never going to be able to 
make a fi ill fist,” he told an interviewer 
for Newark jazz station WBCO-FM. And 
the loss of flexibility means he’s had to 
learn how to play flat-fingered. Turner is 
practicing Buddhist, and was report- 
ed by friends to be typically Zen following 
the accident. When | reach him by phone 
in Brooklyn, he talks about his condition 
with even affect: “The middle finger 
moves a little bit, but the index finger is 
definitely flat-fingered. Which not op- 
timal for saxophone player. It’s changed 
my playing, and I’ve had to learn how to 
replay certain things. So it’s pretty much 
what it is. I can do it, but I have to learn 
and change things.” 

Boston audiences will have a chance to 
hear progress and cheer him 
on — when he comes to the Regattabar as 
part the trio Fly next Friday support 
of their ECM debut, Skye Country. (They 
also play special “Marsalis Jams” sets with 
Berklee students at Café 939 on April 15 and 
16.) On the new CD you can hear what's 
made Turner such a sensation among musi- 
cians. In the early 90s, he began to depart 
from the Coltrane sound that dominated 
jazz tenor sax, opting for the light floating 
sound of tenor Warne Marsh, altoists Lee 
Konitz and Paul Desmond, and clarinet 
and alto player Jimmy Giuffre. It’s a sound, 
wrote New critic Ben Ratliff 
2002 profile, that is “evenly produced from 
the bottom the top the horn, long, 
chromatic strokes.” 

In Fly, with bassist Larry Grenadier 
and drummer Jeff Ballard, Turner his 
best. his complex, multi-part pieces 
(he wrote four of the album’s nine tracks), 
the distinction between written melody

and spontaneous outpouring blurred; 
saxophone lines always sound 
invented on the spot, but informed with 
a sure compositional logic. The a cappelia 
intro to his “Ananda Nanda” is unrelated 
to the theme that follows, but it begins in 
high soprano range, works through vari- 
ous scalar patterns, alternating upper and 
lower registers, complete composition 
itself. Coltrane-style tenorists swoop 
into the altissimo register for exclamatory 
effects, but Turner can float and stay 
there, spinning line after line. 
“Most saxophone teachers will tell 
you about the overtone series,” he says, 
explaining how those notes — higher 
than the horn’s natural range — are 
produced. “But the extent that 
you want to do it is on you.” 
He credits his first teacher, 
Leo Potts, at Long Beach 
State and then Joe Viola at 
Berklee for helping him with 
overtones, In the meantime, 
studied the playing people 
like Marsh, Desmond, Konitz 
Giuffre, Joe Lovano, and George 
Garzone. 
In part it’s the rigorousness 
Turner’s approach, and 
his methodology, that’s 
influenced his peers. 
But it’s also the sheer 
beauty of his sound 
and conception.

You can hear lot things during 

phone call with the Books. muzak 
soul rendition of “You Are My Sunshine” 
struggling to keep intact as our confer- 
ence call queues. The persistent crowing 
of a newly acquired rooster in Nick Zam- 
muto’s yard. (“We're going into the egg 
business,” he says from his Creen Moun- 
tain home in southern Vermont.) Anda 
delicate, clearly uncontainable (but well- 
managed) sigh from Paul Jong. This 
last when I ask who, if anybody, they 
look to as influential fellow practitioners 
of aleatoric music — that is, music gen- 
erated at least in part through chance. I 
was gonna do a sidebar. 

“It’s funny, because, you know, we 
don’t think of ourselves as that,” he says, 
to correct the record. “We don't call our- 
selves that.” 

There’s only a slight flicker of frus- 
tration active his voice, but it’s 
enough to have me imagining de 
Jong gently kicking himself once 
day for having included “Read, 
Eat, Sleep” on their 2002 debut, 
Thought for Food (Tomlab). As its 
truncated acoustic-guitar and 
bit-fucked music-box samples 
amble and stutter forward, and 
as little analog drafts sweep ' 
through its hidden hallways and 


slam what sound like screen doors 


shut, the song swells, vanish- 
es, and comes clambering 
back carrying sam-

Symphony Hall, stop his multi-city tour, 
leading the LSO Emperor piano 
concerto, with 32-year-old Russian virtuoso 
Alexei Volodin, and best-known 
symphony, the just-post-war (1945) No. 5 —a 


program music about heroism and heroics. 


But applied only the orchestral 
part the concerto. The piece opened with 
incisive march that was more powerful 
and percussive than what you hear most 
performances. The determined troops were 
entering leaving the city. For mo- 
ment, Volodin’s wooden, colorless, staccato 
phone seemed part the conception.

Someone having 
second thoughts about militarism. And 
hear them the nose-thumbing second- 
movement Scherzo, though the end 
the movement the nastiness isn’t funny;

The greatest ambiguity the 
finale, where victory and defeat, cheering 
and lamentation, are interwoven you 
can hardly keep track which which 
though Gergiev and the orchestra certainly 
did.

Gergiev has such odd conducting style. 
His hands flutter and tremble. You don’t 
know where the strong rhythmic pulse 
coming from. His pinkies? His thumbs? His 
elbows? His wrists? The answer must all 
the above.

Frequent Boston Symphony Orchestra 

guest conductor Charles Dutoit the 
Philadelphia Orchestra’s new music direc- 
tor, and the leader of the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra led delightful program that 
included more Prokofiev: the Violin Concerto 
No, which was bookended Ravel’s en- 
chanting Mother Goose Suite and Stravinsky’s 
sumptuous original 1911 orchestration his 
ballet Petrushka. Dutoit had better luck than 
Gergiev with his young soloist, Georgian 
violinist Lisa Batiashvili. Still her 20s, she 
elegant and impassioned virtuoso, and 
she gave big tunes full force with- 
out wallowing, playing them with invigorat- 
ing momentum. The bravura passages were 
dazzling without seeming show-offy. She

never cracked a smile until the concerto was 
over, and then it was a beaut. Even without 
the usual violinist’s dramatic lunges and 
gazes heavenward, she still got thunderous 
ovation and countless curtain calls. Dutoit 
and the orchestra stuck with her, and the 
playing here, the exquisite Ravel and 
the micro-/macrocosmic Stravinsky (all the 
world’s a Shrovetide Fair), scintillated. 


Now 61, Murray Perahia has suffered 

over the years from physical problems, 
especially with his right thumb. The Celeb- 
rity Series Boston brought him back 
Symphony Hall perhaps too large venue 
for his current debilitated condition and 
his many fans were there give him warm 
welcome and unqualified support. But his 
playing struck few sparks. The ambitious but 
conservative program included First 
Partita, Mozart’s F-major Sonata, which has 
the most sublimely beautiful of his sonata 
slow movements, Beethoven's Appassionata , 
and (after intermission) Brahms’s expansive 
Variations Handel.

peculiar artist British tenor lan 
Bostridge proved to be in his Celebrity 
Series recital debut! Serious, musical, and 
refined, he and his accompanist, the serious, 

nusical, and refined British pianist Julius 
Drake, presented program Schubert 
songs connected mainly by theme and mood 
(no song cycles). “He's my god!” a friend con- 
fessed to me before the concert. But I wasn’t 
completely won over. For one thing, a tech- 
nical problem jordan Hall kept the house 
lights out, so it was impossible to read either 
the poems their translations and Ger- 
man lieder are all about how music expands 
or colors the words. Unless you were fluent in 
German anid could distinguish every syllable 
(and Bostridge’s diction didn’t provide full co- 
operation), one of the major reasons to hear 
lieder was lost.
